The 
diet of the averag e kestrel (a sm all E u­ 
ropean hawk) is calculated a t 1,000 
mice a month, to say nothing of Insects 
and worm s. The barn owl is as vora­ 
cious as the 
k estrel. 
Au investig ator, 
after cag ing one of these birds, g ave It 
seven mice one after the other. The 
first six imm ediate*- disappeared, each 
with a g obble and a g ulp, and the owl 
did Its very best to treat the seventh 
in a like1 manner. 
Lim itations of ab­ 
dom inal capacity, however, prevented, 
and thoug h the g obble cam e off the 
g ulp did not, HO that for tw enty m in­ 
utes or ho the ta il of the seventh mouse 
dang led from tin* corner of the bird’s 
beak. But in due course it swallow ed 
the body, and three hours later the 
pang s of hung er reasserted them selves 
uud the owl ate four more mice. 
Four pounds would be a heavy w eig ht 
for a heron. Yet one of those birds, 
which was trapped in Eng land, dis­ 
g org ed tw o recently swallow ed trout, 
one of which weig hed tw o pounds and 
the other one and a half pouuds. An 
other captuafr, had contrived to put 
aw ay throe trout averag ing three-q uar­ 
ters of a pound apiece, althoug h it wus 
only four months old, and another had 
dlmsl upon seven small trout, tog ether 
w ith a mouse and a thrush. 
Among the g reediest birds are wood 
pig eons, which will continue to g ulp 
down food until their crops are alm ost 
at the bursting point. 
From one of 
these birds, shot as It was returning 
from a raid in the fields, no few er than 
800 g rains of w heat were taken. An­ 
other had contrived to cram down no 
few er than <XK) peas. A third w as en­ 
deavoring to sustain nature w ith 190 
beech nuts and a fourth with six ty 
acorns.

! bow, and its eyes sparkled like dla- 
! monda. Only one of these birds could 
live a t a tim e, but its ex istence covered 
1 a period of 500 or fin«» years. When its 
life drew to a close the bird built for 
itself a funeral pile of wood and aro­ 
m atic spices, with its wing s fanned tbe 
pile Into a flame and therein consumed 
itself. 
From its ashes a worm was 
produced, out of which another phenix 
w as form ed, having all the vig or of 
youth. The first care of the new phenix 
w as to solemnize its parent’s obseq uies. 
For th a t purpose it made a ball of 
m yrrh, frankincense and other fra ­ 
g rant thing s. At Heliopolis, a city in 
lower Eg ypt, there w m a m ag nificent 
tem ple dedicated to the sun. To this 
tem ple th** phenix would carry the fra­ 
g rant bail and burn it on the altar of 
the sun as a sacrifice. The priests then 
ex am ined the reg ister and found that 
ex actly 500 years or ex actly 000 years 
had elapsed since th a t sam e ceremony 
had taken place.
